and serve accordingly. 

The said Court may make such rules as it may deem neces- 
sary and proper to carry into effect the provisions of this Act, and 
such rules shall have the like force and effect as if herein enacted. 

Nothing in this Act shall he deemed to lessen or affect the 
existing powers, authority, or jurisdiction of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, or the authority of any grand jury empannelled before the 
said Court.
